ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE, 

Las night, a new Operetta, under the title of Zhe Fair Gabrielle, 
was performed for the first time. 

This Piece is ene of those light, and we may say elegant vehicles 
for music, which are always well received at this Theatre, where 
a taste for English song is cultivated in counection with subjects of 
interest und pleasantry. 

Henri Quatre is so popular a personage from the numerous in- 
etances of his gallantry and geod humor, that to intreduce him on 
the Stage dieplaying those qualities, isto ensure a favorable feeling, 
which, if supported by appropriate langage, canuot but prove eminently 
successful. We are “happy to say that the Henr' of last night bore 
this character, and that the other parts of the Operetta were well 
combined with his attributes. At the open'ng of the piece we find 
(rabrielle, the fair favorite of Hepri, at the castle of her father the 
Count de Ceuvres, at that period af the suvereign’s campaign against 
the Leaguers, when pressed, they began to ti:ink of accepting terms. 
Henri seizes this opportunity to endeavour te visit his fair one, whose 
father’s doors are shut ‘against him, being on the side of his enemies, 
although his life had bebe once saved by the king.— To gain entrance 
to the castle he disguises himself as his young follower Eloi, who 
was engaged to be married to Estelle, av stiendant on Gabrielle ; 
a scheme which was the more practicuble from Hecelle having been 
betrothed without having seen Livi. Seine svldiers of the League, 
however, had traced Henri’s steps, and were en the point of seizing

him, when Elvi, disguised as the King, apperrs, oud is taken prisoner 
in his place. Henri gains admission vo tis (?iselic-—alarms oceur— 
he isin danger—throws himself ou the —onars protection—he_ is 
secreted—relieved—preseuts Gabrie'le wit a deeynent promising 
to make her his wife, which she heroiczily Cestroys, declariug that 
she is too humble to share his throne, end thar iis tutry would 
require a higher and more advantageous uaen foc han. He is in 


raptures at her conduct—his friends appe ar—bu! ai the moment he is 
going to march agamst his foes with a plume of distinction placed in 
his hat, by the hand of the fair and trembling Gabrictle, the Count 
de Ceuvres enters with the treaty. sigued by the Leaguers, which 
gives the crown uncontested to Henri, and couveys peace to France, 
and to the bosom of The Fuir Gabrielie. 

There are some amusing passages occasioned by '3 persouation 
ef the King, and the whole concludes with vite [Meuri sy atre!

Henri was extreme'y well represented by Mr. T. P. Cooxe, parti- 
eularly when he hod hymorons or gallant expressions to utter, Mr. 
PEARMAN was very lively ae Mio?. Miss Cartw made a tritly inter- 
esting representative of The Jair Gabrielle, anid sang delightfully, 
particularly the intreduced, and unaccompanied air of “ Charmente 
Gabrielle.’—She delivered the heroie speech wherein she refnees the 
offer of her menerch’s hand for the geod of her country, with a force 
and propriety beyond what is usually expected from ladies who rely 
on the attraction of their sweet notes. Miss Povey, ton, although 











atill labouring uncer the effects of her cold, executed her part of 


Estelle in a very gratifying macner. ‘The music is on the whole very 


pleasing. The Operetta met the most cordial approbation.
